‘Today’s View of Past Frontiers 
ISAAC POST 


Article taken from CENTENNIAL BOOK OF 
MODERN SPIRITUALISM IN AMERICA 


Isaac Post born February 26, 1798 at 
Westbury, Long Island, New York, grew up in 
the Quaker Religion. He was a pioneer in 
anti-slavery reform, so he and his wife, 
Amy, who was a close friend of Susan B. 
Anthony, resigned from the Quakers’ as they 
felt membership in this Society interfered 
with their activity as abolitionists. In 
1848, the Fox Sisters convinced him of the 
truth of their manifestations. He and his 
wife, with three others, were among the 
earliest converts and the first to meet 
regularly at the Fox home. These five and 
especially Post, did more, perhaps, than 
any other single group toward furthering 
the Spiritualist Movement, giving the Fox 
Sisters advice and protecting them from 
bodily harm. 

He became known as an Automatic-— 
Writing Medium and in 1852 published a book 
entitled, "Voices From The Spirit World, 
Being Communications From Many Spirits, By 
The Hand Of Isaac Post, Medium." The 
introduction of this volume purported to be 
from the spirit of Benjamin Franklin, and 
about forty "communications" from 
distinguished people including Washington, 
Jefferson, Elias Hicks, Calhoun, Margaret 
Fuller, Swedenborg, Daniel O'Connell, 
Voltaire, William Penn and George Fox, a 
group that indicates the type and range of 
Post's interests. 

Widely known, he was respected by 
friend and foe alike because of his staunch

The man said, "While you 
were showing me my life, I noticed that when 
the times were pleasant there were two sets 
of footprints, and I knew you walked beside 
me-—but when times were difficult there was 
only one set of footprints--why Father, did 
you desert me during the difficult times? 
God answered, "You misinterpret, my son. It 
is true that when the times were pleasant I 
walked beside you and pointed out’ the way. 
But when the times were difficult, I carried

John's gospel, on the other hand, as 
there is much evidence to show, was written 
for the catechumens of the Ephesian Church, 
by a presbyter or living elder of that 
Church, and not by the alleged apostle. This 
Ephesian presbyter--entertaining many of the 
doctrines taught by Plato, and afterward by 
the Essenes--assumed to be an apostle, in 
order to give a more lively impression of 
the Supposed divine character of the 
Nazarene. He, therefore, justified himself 
with the invention of facts in the history 
of Jesus, because his’ sole purpose was to 
glorify him, as the master of men, and Son 
of god. (This view is in. part corroborated 
by the historical concessions of DY. 
Moshiem.) He did this with no evil 
conscience on his own part, for it was not 
his purpose to impress upon his young pupils 
so much what Jesus’ did, as what Jesus was-- 
a magnification of the individual (so common 
to all affectionate and poetic devotees) 
above the common attributes and ways of the 
earth's inhabitants. In short, the gospels 
were, as he thinks, the Sunday-school books 
of the early Church; which sported with the 
facts of Jesus's real life, as our modern 
religious tales, written by conscientious

Mankind should fear to do wrong or violate 
the laws of their existence, and for’ the 
Simple reason that this violation will 
hinder the progress of their spiritual 
natures. God does not claim the fears, but 
the loves of his offspring; and as_ man 
becomes acquainted with his fellow-man, and 
with the nature of his Divine Author, he 
will be the more attracted toward both. 
"Perfect love casteth out all fear." 

Truth will ultimately triumph over all 
error, aS knowledge will consume ignorance. 
Opposition to natural and eternal principles 
will cease, and man will seek the true and 
the good, that these principles may be 
applied to the advancement of the’ race and 
to the manifestation of God's glory on the 
‘earth.

pleasure incidental to. the progressive 
harmonization of both mind and body? 
There is, we believe, a continual 


influx from the other side. Many people, who 
are externally oblivious of the fact, are 


undoubtedly frequently impelled and 
compelled to certain courses of conduct by 
spirits. Artistic, sensitive 
persons--teachers, preachers, authors, 


composers, inventors--aye, most people who 
feel and see and are awake on the interior 
Side of their nature--are the instruments 
for expressing the thoughts and purposes of 
inspirers from the spirit side to an extent 
which will astonish most of us when we learn 
the truth ‘over there.' : 

It is, perhaps, only our density and 
our unconsciously materialistic modes of 
thought that make it necessary for us to 
require ‘control,' and demand sensuous or 
other ‘'test' evidences of the association 
and influence of spirit people. Spirit 
speaks to spirit, and true ‘spirit- 
communion’ (or community of feeling and 
purpose, thought and desire) has yet to be 
achieved. Some few sweet, serene, 
spiritually-minded souls have possibly 
entered into this realm, but the bulk of the 
race are still on the exterior, and are 
largely children of the senses’ rather than 
the spirit.

leave the earth plane cannot be 
photographed by the plates now in use--they 
do not possess gross enough atoms in the 
composition of their bodies, and have 
therefore to either materialize a body like 
an earthly one, or they may use another 
method which has been found successful and 
which is the one commonly used in the case 
of spirit photographs, where the spirits are 
visible to clairvoyant sight though 
invisible to material eyes. This is simply 
described by saying these spirits make use 
of some of those astral envelopes or bodies 
that I have already described to you as 
forming from cloud masses of semi-material 
human atoms--astral shells which never 
served as the covering of any soul, and 
which are so plastic in their nature that 
spirits can mold them into their own 
likeness as a sculptor molds the clay. These 
replicas can be and are photographed, 
bearing a greater or less resemblance to the 
spirit, according as his will power and his 
Knowledge enable him to stamp his likeness 
upon them, and though they are not strictly 
speaking the photos of the spirits 
themselves, yet they are none the less 
evidence of spirit power and of the 
existence of the spirit who has made use of 
them, because each spirit must himself stamp 
his own identity upon the plastic astral 
form, while more advanced scientific spirits 
prepare that form to receive the impression. 

"In the case of materialized spirits' 
Photographs, the spirits really make a body 
from the more material atoms and clothe 
themselves in it. 

"A clairvoyant seeing one of these 
astral forms about to be photographed would 
Probably not be able to distinguish between

it and a true spirit man or woman, 
because the power of distinguishing between 
them is not yet developed in mediums, 
neither, as arule, do they know why a 
spirit that looks solid enough to them comes 
out on a photographic plate with a 
semi-transparent appearance. They see the 
more spiritualized matter as well as_ the 
grosser astral atoms, therefore it appears 
to them as a solid body with well rounded, 
well proportioned limbs, not as a 
transparent shadow of a spirit whose 
appearance may well give rise to the idea 
that returning spirits are mere_ shades, 
almost, in fact, empty shells--the real 
reason of the empty appearance being that, 
as I have said, the photographic appliances 
at present in use are not capable of 
transferring the whole spirit's form but 
only these grosser particles. In the case of 
a fully materailized spirit being 
photographed, this transparent appearance 
does not exist. The form is so perfect, so 
life-like and solid, that men turn round and 
Say it, therefore, cannot be ae spirit 
Photograph at all--it must be nothing but 
the medium. Blind seekers, who in trying to 
grasp a subject so vast, so full of the most 
Subtle difficulties, bring to bear upon it 
only the knowledge suitable for mundane 
things, and then conclude that they are able 
to decide finally so momentous, so 
scientific a question? 

"But to return to your question. Having 
Shown you how a photograph may give a spirit 
whose appearance is like that of the 
traditional ghost, I will now show you how 
mortals may also see them as such, but to 
illustrate my meaning I will first ask you

body with no more powers of spirit sight 
than you possessed then. Let us'7 liken the 
material and spiritual sight to two eyes. 
The one we will call the left, the other the 
right eye, and let the left stand for the 
material sight, the right the spiritual. 
Suppose you stand with your back to the 
light and hold your forefinger in front of 
the right eye where it can be’ seen by that 
eye only, the left seeing only the wall 
before you--shut the right eye and the 
finger is invisible, yet it is there, only 
not in the line of vision for the left, or 
material, sight. Now open’ both eyes at once 
and look at your finger and you will now see 
it certainly, but owing to a curious optical 
illusion it will appear transparent, a mere 
shadow of a finger, the wall being seen 
through it, and it may be likened to a ghost 
of a finger although you know it to bea 
solid reality. 

"Thus you can imagine how a person whose 
material sight is alone open cannot see that 
which requires spiritual sight to discern, 
and how, when both the material and spiritual 
sight are open at the same moment a spirit 
may be visible but with the same transparent 
appearance as your finger had just now. 
Hence has arisen the popular idea of a 
ghost. A clairvoyant, looking at any 
Spiritual object with the spiritual sight, 
does so with the material sight closed 
through the power of the controlling 
intelligence who directs that person's 
mediumship. Therefore to him or to’ her the 
spiritual object does present the appearance 
of a solid reality such as a material finger 
appears when seen by the material sight 
alone.

the absorption of his magnetic influence on 
my part, he involuntarily received in 
exhange influences from the elemental life 
which he displaced in my organism. Magneti- 
zers not unfrequently imbide some of the 
qualities of disease, or even the 
psychological tendencies of their patients, 
and call it sympathy. 

When the term of my studies at the 
English military school ended, I accompanied 
my beloved friend on a tour’ through Europe 
and the East, which occupied us for many 
months, at the end of which, Professor von 
Marx informed me that his presence would be 
required for several months in London, upon 
business of importance connected with the 
interests of a certain society with which he 
was associated. As I had never visited the 
great British capital, my dear master 
promised himself much satisfaction from my 
introduction to a highly esteemed English 
friend of his, and the opportunity that 
would be afforded me for observing the 
progress of occultism amongst its votaries 
in England. 

Dark, blighting, and inauspicious was 
the day when first Professor von Marx and 
myself established ourselves in an old- 
fashioned, time-worn mansion, a_ portion of 
which we were to rent during our stay in 
London. The fire blazed in the grate, and 
the mellow light of softly gleaming lamps 
lent a cheering lustre _ to the scene, 
however, aS we Sat, on the first evening of 
our arrival, in company with two guests to 
whom we had dispatched letters of 
introduction, and who had hastened to 
welcome us, at the earliest possible moment, 
to the British Metropolis. 

One of our visitors, a gentleman of most

In “Nature's Divine Revelations" you

"In relation to this statement of Mr.

estimable character and high social 
position, was an old college companion of 
Professor von Marx, and it appears’ that in 
early youth they had been sworn friends, and 
associates in many of the societies to which 
the professor belonged. This gentleman, who 
subsequently enacted a most important part 
in the drama of my own fateful life, I do 
not feel at liberty to name, but’ for the 
sake of perspicuity I shall beg my readers 
to recognize his frequent appearances in 
these pages under the nom de plume of Mr. 
John Cavendish Dudley. The personage who 
accompanied Mr. Dudley was, like himself, a 
distinguished occultist, but his chief 
object in making us’ this early visit was to 
press upon us the hospitalities of his town 
and country residences; in fact, he was, as 
he expressed it, burning with impatience to 
renew his early intimacy with the esteemed 
friend of his boyhood, Felix von Marx, and 
he could scarcely be persuaded that the 
professor was immovable in his resolution to 
retain a private home for himself and his 
adopted son, as_ he called me, during our 
stay in England, and only to make occasional 
visits from thence to the houses of friends. 
Mr. Dudley and his companion, Sir James 
M----, were very enthusiastic in their 
description of the wonderful seances’ they 
enjoyed amongst the occultists of Great 
Britain. They surprised us by citing the 
names of a great many persons’) highly 
distinguished both in the ranks’ of fashion 
and literature, who were members of the 
British branch of an association to which 
Professor von Marx had been elected an 
honorary member, and to which they both 
belonged. They assured us the professor's 
(continued page 42) 41 
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high renown as an adept of the most remark- 
able power, and mine as the famous somnambu- 
list of the Berlin Brotherhood, had already 
preceded us, and our arrival was looked for- 
ward to with the utmost impatience by the 
students of occultism in Great Britain. 

They expected much of us, too, because 
they were led to believe the German mind was 
more than ordinarily capable of analyzing 
the unseen, and mastering the mysteries of 
the imponderable. A few hours' conversation 
with these gentlemen, however, convinced us 
that in point of varied experience, their 
magical information was not quite equal to 
our own, though they had visited Denmark, 
Sweden, Norway, Iceland, and almost every 
part of Scandinavia, carefully acquainting 
themselves with the wild legendary lore of 
those regions, and taking part in many of 
their Singular ceremonies of spiritual 
invocation. 

In Lapland, Finland, and the northeast- 
ern part of Russia, our new acquaintances 
had beheld so many evidences of inborn occult 
powers amongst the natives that they had 
come to a conclusion which the well-informed 
Spiritualist of modern times will no doubt be 
ready to endorse, and that is, that certain 
individuals of the race are so peculiarly 
and organically endowed, that they live, as 
it were, on the borders of the invisible 
world, and from time to time see, hear, act, 
and think under its influence, as naturally 
as other individuals do who are only capable 
of sensing material and external things. 

Moreover, our friends had arrived at the 
opinion that certain localities and climatic 
influences were favorable or otherwise to 
the development of these innate occult 
endowments.
